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. . public  television  has  a three-fold  philosophy:  (1)  to 
cfer  systematic,  instructional  programs  on  the  elementary, 
scondary  and  college  levels,  including  adult  education;  (2)  to 
jesent  public  affairs  programs  that  illuminate  critical  issues  of 
cir  complex  society  so  that  an  informed  citizenry  may  make 
foper  choices,  and  (3)  to  enrich  and  enlarge  the  cultural  and 
ctistic  horizons  of  all  men  through  an  exposure  to  the  works  of 
['ted  authors,  composers,  musicians,  philosophers  and  others 
no  have  benefited  mankind.  Public  television  encompasses  the 
sectrum  of  human  experience— it  should  probe  the  issues, 
Etend  the  creative  accomplishments;  it  should  be  the  spirit  of  a 
lae  society,  unchained,  free  to  experiment,  free  to  be  bold,  free 
I be  fair  and  objective." 

These  words  from  the  1968  report  of  the  Governor's 
Ijmmittee  on  Public  Television  helped  launch  the  Pennsylvania 
iiblic  Television  Network  Commission  earlier  this  year.  THIS 
lEWSLETTER  WILL  HELP  INFORM  PENNSYLVANIANS  OF 
HE  PROGRESS  BEING  MADE  TOWARD  TURNING  THE 
I^OMISE  OF  THESE  WORDS  INTO  A REALITY  FOR  THE 
IDMMONWEALTH. 


HE  BIRTH  OF  A NETWORK 


The  Pennsylvania  Public  Television  Network  (PPTN)  on 
onday.  May  5,  1969  became  a reality  with  kick-off  speeches 
om  Governor  Shafer,  Speaker  of  the  House  Herbert  Fineman, 
id  State  Senator  John  Van  Sant. 

The  inaugural  show  originating  from  Philadelphia  featured 
ogram  segments  from  each  of  the  sister  stations  in  Hershey, 
ttsburgh,  Allentown,  Bethlehem,  Erie,  Scranton/Wilkes-Barre, 
id  State  College.  The  kick-off  presentation  included  children's 
ows,  a national  news  show,  Newsfront,  and  brief  reports  on 
ich  station's  local  operation  and  services. 

Act  No.  329  of  the  General  Assembly  created  the 
jnnsylvania  Network  on  November  20,  1968.  The  independent 
ommission  operates  directly  under  the  Governor's  Office  as  a 
parate  agency  that  functions  autonomously  and  "has  power  to 
icourage  growth  and  development  of  non-commercial  television 
'oadcasting  and  programming."  The  Commission  was  "created 
I facilitate  the  development  of  educational  television 
■oadcasting  and  to  afford  maximum  protection  from 
(traneous  interference  and  control".  The  Commission  has  22 
embers  composed  of  distinguished  and  influential  citizens 
lanning  the  entire  Commonwealth. 
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The  Governor  appoints  six  network  Commission  members, 
"by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate",  representing 
various  professions  and  occupations  with  experience  appropriate 
to  the  functions  and  responsib'lities  of  the  Commission.  The 
Governor  also  appoints  a representative  of  private  education  and 
a representative  of  public  education  and  designates  the  Chairman 
of  the  Commission.  Ten  ex-officio  members  of  the  Commission 
are:  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  or  his  nominee; 
The  Chairman  of  the  Pennsylvania  Council  on  the  Arts;  The 
Chairman  of  the  Network  Operations  Committee;  and  a member 
from  each  of  the  seven  governing  bodies  of  public  television 
stations  in  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Commission  also  includes  members  from  the  General 
Assembly  appointed  by  President  Pro  Tempore  of  the  Senate, 
The  Minority  Leader  of  the  Senate,  The  Speaker  of  the  House 
and  The  Minority  Leader  of  the  House. 

The  Commissioners  do  not  receive  a salary  but  are 
reimbursed  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties. 

Formal  education  instruction  by  television  can  now  grow 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  Pennsylvania  Public  Television 
Network  with  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  (DPI)  and 
individual  stations. 

By  the  formation  of  the  Network,  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  will  be  able  to  increase  its  attention  on 
programming  for  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels  as  well  as 
for  higher  education,  for  vocational  training  for  the  gifted  and 
slow  learner,  special  education  and  adult  courses. 

The  PPTN  will  concentrate  on  a broader  scope  of 
programming  for  state-wide  viewing.  The  PPTN  features 
programs  produced  by  individual  stations  in  Pennsylvania 
through  a sharing  of  existing  productions  and  by  creating  new 
programs  on  matters  of  interest  and  concern  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

With  PPTN  and  the  DPI  working  side  by  side,  all 
Pennsylvanians  will  benefit  from  a necessary  balance  from  both 
educational  and  public  television. 

The  Commission  announced  that  approximately  $1.2 
million  of  the  $1.3  million  appropriated  to  the  network  has  been 
allocated  to  create  the  network  system. 

The  Commission  having  the  power  and  the  responsibility 
"to  receive  and  distribute  federal  funds,  state  funds  and  public  or 
private  funds"  and  also  the  power  to  "enter  into  contracts,  leases 
and  other  arrangements  to  own  and  operate  interconnection  and 
switching  facilities  and  equipment",  has  committed  funds  to  link 
together  the  Commonwealth's  seven  public  television  stations  on 
a seven-day  per  week  basis  for  eight  hours  a day.  Funds  are  also 
used  to  provide  all  Pennsylvania  non-commercial  stations  with 
color  tape  and  film  equipment  for  full  participation  in  network 
services. 

Although  Pennsylvania's  permanent  public  television 
network  system  is  still  not  in  operation,  the  State  Network 
Commission  has  created  a temporary  network  operations  center 
in  Philadelphia  until  the  permanent  center  can  be  established  in 
the  Harrisburg  area. 

The  Network  is  now  accepting  bids  for  their  permanent 
system  which  has  a target  date  of  January  1 , 1971. 

The  final  decision  on  the  bids  will  be  made  by  the 
Commission  at  their  September  meeting. 
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NEW  PROGRAMS 

The  Pennsylvania  Public  Television  Network  has  now  made 
available  for  state-wide  viewing  Pennsylvania  programs  produced 
by  the  network  affiliates.  Pennsylvanians  can  now  look  for  a 
rich,  cultural  exchange  among  the  seven  public  tv  stations  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

Now  being  seen  in  all  parts  of  the  Commonwealth  via 
PPTN  are  programs  such  as  "The  Place"— WQED,  Pittsburgh 
winner  of  NET's  award  for  distinguished  production  in 
community  services.  "The  Place"  is  planned  and  produced  by 
teenagers.  Each  week  a committee  of  teenagers  meet  to  decide 
on  the  music,  discussion  topics,  guests  and  special  features.  The 
specific  goal  of  the  program  is  to  create  a better  communication 
between  the  adult  and  teenage  worlds. 

"Time  of  Our  Lives"— WITF-TV,  Hershey,  a program  for 
senior  citizens  covering  topics  anywhere  from  diet  to  social 
security  benefits.  Pennsylvania  Magazine— WPSX,  University 
Park— a magazine  on  the  air  presents  films,  dramas,  discussions  in 
review  of  items  of  particular  interest  to  Pennsylvanians.  "On 
Guard"— WHYY,  Philadelphia  offers  20  half-hour  programs  for 
volunteer  firemen  and  concerned  citizens  explaining  some  of  the 
arts  and  hazards  of  firefighting. 

Several  more  programs  are  also  being  carried  on  the 
Pennsylvania  network— WHYY's  popular  "TV  Garden  Club"  is 
now  providing  information  to  most  of  Pennsylvania;  a cultural 
series,  "Sonia  Malkine  on  Campus"  from  WITF-TV  is  presented 
in  a lively  atmosphere  of  college  campus  tours.  "So  You  Want  To 
Go  To  College"— WHYY,  Philadelphia— helps  the  college  bound 
youth  learn  more  about  what  will  be  required  of  him.  "Adapted 
Physical  Education"  a production  from  WPSX,  University  Park, 
is  for  educators  and  health  professionals. 

The  Network  has  also  created  special  programs  for 
state-wide  viewing— "The  Harrisburg  Report"  a lively  analysis  of 
State  Government  news  as  it  affects  Pennsylvania  provided  from 
different  points  of  view. 

Other  specials  include  programs  from  Pittsburgh— "Three 
Rivers  Arts  Festival,"  and  "The  International  Folk  Festival"  and 
"Central  Pennsylvania  Festival  of  the  Arts"  being  held  in 
University  Park. 

Last  month  the  PPTN  aired  the  "Northeastern  Regional 
Ballet  Festival"  from  Allentown  and  also  the  "Harrisburg 
Hearings  by  the  House  Committee  on  Narcotics  Law 
Enforcement." 

One  of  the  basic  concepts  of  the  Pennsylvania  Public 
Television  Network  interconnection  system  will  allow 
Pennsylvanians  to  view  programs  simultaneously  with  the  rest  of 
the  east  coast— heretofore,  available  only  by  video  tape  often 
after  a delay  of  weeks  or  sometimes  not  available  at  all. 

"Newsfront"  a nightly  10:00  PM  news  and  analysis 
program  from  New  York  City  via  Eastern  Educational  Network 
is  a major  example  of  the  programs  being  made  available  to 
Pennsylvania  citizens  for  the  first  time  through  PPTN.  Other 
programs  include  "Evans/Novak  Report"— opinions  from  the 
nation's  capital  come  into  focus  when  Chicago  Sun  Times 
correspondents  Roland  Evans  and  Robert  Novak  report;  "EEN 
Chronicle"— A one-hour  series  of  special  programs  centering 
primarily  on  contemporary  subjects  in  the  public  affairs  area; 
and  "Speaking  Freely"— Entertainers,  politicians,  educators  and 
artists  are  among  the  guests  of  Edward  Newman's  program  of 
candid  dialogue. 

Also  made  available,  as  they  occur,  will  be  specials  such  as 
UN  Sessions,  Congressional  Hearings  and  sporting  events. 

IN  BRIEF  - ADVANTAGES  OF  NEW  NETWORK 

PPTN  began  interim  network  operations  May  first  with  a 
limited  one-way  interconnection  service  from  Philadelphia  to 
each  of  the  seven  Public  Television  stations  in  Pennsylvania.  The 
system  provides  for  56  hours  of  interconnection  per  week,  8 
hours  a day,  7 days  per  week. 

A typical  week  in  the  first  two  month's  network  schedule 
included  62  programs.  Over  half  of  the  programs  were  in  color, 
and  25%  of  them  were  available  for  the  first  time  state-wide. 


Increased  Public  Television  service  to  Pennsylvanians  isw 
more  noticeable  in  some  areas  of  the  Commonwealth  than  irf| 
others.  Some  stations  have  been  able  to  operate  7 days  a week  ip 
and  provide  many  color  programs,  others  have  been  more 
limited.  Three  stations  were  able  to  add  Saturday  broadcast 
services  because  of  network  programming  activities.  AllJ^ 
Pennsylvania  stations  now  broadcast  7 days  a week  and  carry  ar  ■ 
average  of  65  hours  of  programming  per  week.  Coloi’" 
programming  increased  dramatically  on  several  stations,  in  one 
case  from  none  to  50%  of  the  station  schedule.  All  regions  olf" 
Pennsylvania  now  share  some  10  hours  per  week  of  new*' 
programming  made  available  by  PPTN. 

These  are  some  highlights  from  a network  survey* 
conducted  in  late  June  to  determine  the  impact  of  PPTN  durinci* 
May  and  June. 

The  survey  also  showed  that  17%  of  PPTN  programmincf 
originates  with  Pennsylvania  Public  Television  stations.  National' 
network  sources  account  for  some  70%,  and  the  regional  Easterrjii 
Educational  Television  Network  adds  13%. 

Plans  are  already  underway  for  additional  new 
programming  in  the  network's  Fall  schedule  of  evening  anc 
instructional  offerings.

Chicago  on  June  13,  Pennsylvania  walked  off  with  six  of  the 
n national  awards. 

ITF-TV— Hershey,  Pennsylvania  — Won  an  award  for  a 
community  relations  project  "A  Way  to  Act"  — a booklet 
which  helped  to  solve  an  urban  educational  problem;  award 
for  outstanding  program  guide  cited  for  successful  integration 
of  feature  and  log  material  and  for  excellent  graphics;  award 
for  "One  Glorious  Gimick"  — A "Stop  it  Now"  smoking  kit 
needed  for  participation  in  the  station's  five-day  plan  to  stop 
smoking  was  made  available  to  hundreds  of  people  in  the 
community. 

HYY-TV— Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania  — Award  for  raising 
money  while  enhancing  its  community  relations  with  the  Boy 
Scouts  and  Jaycees;  award  for  "One  Glorious  Gimick"  — the

QUIPMENT 

The  new  seven-city  Pennsylvania  Public  TV  Network  is 
asing  RCA  color  studio  equipment  valued  at  $1,500,000  in  a 
ove  to  make  color  broadcasts  available  to  viewers  of  all  its 
ations. 

The  arrangement  covers  12  TR-70  color  video  tape 
corders  and  four  TK-27  color  TV  film  systems  which,  when 
Ided  to  existing  equipment,  will  give  each  station  the  ability  to 
iginate  color  programs  from  either  TV  tape  or  film. 

The  broadcast  equipment  is  being  made  available  for  a 
/e-year  period  under  a leasing  program  recently  established  by 
e RCA  Commercial  Electronic  Systems  Division. 

David  H.  Leonard,  the  network's  General  Manager,  said  the 
)lorization  step  was  part  of  an  interconnection  plan  which  will 
ik  the  stations  by  microwave  on  a permanent  basis.  Currently, 
lephone  company  facilities  are  used  to  feed  programs  to  the 
ations  from  WHYY-TV  in  Philadelphia. 

.TV  AUCTION-PENNSYLVANIA'S  FIRST 

PENNSYLVANIA'S  FIRST  TV  AUCTION  was  a 
sounding  success.  Staged  by  Channel  33  in  Hershey  on  May 
)-24,  the  auction  raked  in  $56,623.00  in  60  hours  of  viewing 
Tie.

Hundreds  of  volunteers  manned  phones,  kept  track  of 
incoming  bids  and  even  stepped  in  front  of  the  cameras  to 
auction-off  items. 

Not  only  did  the  monetary  results  exceed  expectations, 
but  the  new  friends  and  supporters  of  Channel  33  should  prove 
to  be  invaluable. 

Determining  the  exact  audience  size  was  impossible. 
However,  over  1 5,000  bids  on  more  than  1 ,000  items  came  in  on 
the  toll-free  watts  lines. 

The  station  feels  that  the  1970  auction  could  double  the 
item  contributions  and  possibly  double  the  dollars  raised. 

"The  auction  established  what  we  hope  will  continue  to  be 
a mutually  beneficial  relationship  between  Channel  33  and  area 
businessmen,"  a station  spokesman  said. 

Although  the  majority  of  the  auction  workers  volunteered 
their  time,  operating  expenses  were  incurred  for  telephone 
installation,  theatre  rental,  non-staff  stage  hands,  truck  rental  for 
the  delivery  of  merchandise,  printing  and  advertising. 

CHANNEL  33  OPERATES  ON  A $1,000,000  BUDGET, 
THEREFORE,  THE  $56,623  RAISED  WILL  ASSIST 
MATERIALLY  IN  EXPANDING  PROGRAMMING  AND 
SERVICES  TO  THE  10-COUNTY  VIEWING  AREA. 

Plans  for  other  auctions  are  now  being  made  by  more 
public  television  stations  in  Pennsylvania.  WQLN  in  Erie  is  now 
in  the  process  of  receiving  merchandise  contributions  for  their 
August  auction. 

An  auction  is  only  one  means  a public  television  station  in 
Pennsylvania  can  diversify  its  income  to  meet  annual  budgets. 

Membership  drives  and  fund  raising  campaigns  such  as 
Pittsburgh's  Triakaidekavision  (Try-ah-kye-decca-vision),  despite 
its  unpronounceable  name,  are  very  successful.  That  theme  was 
plastered  all  over  milk  cartons  from  seven  dairies,  one  million 
grocery  bags,  taxi-top  billboards  and  outdoor  advertising 
billboards.  There  was  free  newspaper  space  tied  in  with 
department  store  ads,  banners  at  the  airport  and  other  public 
places.  There  were  restaurant  place  mats,  free  time  on 
commercial  radio  and  television— you  name  it  and  WQED  did  it. 
For  this  kind  of  ingenuity  WQED  won  a community  relations 
award  from  NET. 

MEET  THE  CHAIRMAN 

As  Chairman  of  the  Pennsylvania  Public  Television 
Network  Commission,  George  Stearns,  2nd,  President  of  L.L. 
Stearns  and  Company,  exhibits  only  a small  slice  of  a very  active 
life. 

A native  of  Williamsport,  Pennsylvania,  Mr.  Stearns  is  not 
only  active  locally,  but  also  nationally. 

In  1918  after  attending  Dickinson  Seminary  and  Culver 
Military  Academy,  Mr.  Stearns  became  an  employee  of  L.L. 
Stearns  Department  Store.  He  became  Vice  President  in  1925.  In 
1937  he  was  appointed  the  retail  store's  General  Manager.  In 
1945  he  became  President  and  General  Manager  of  L.L.  Stearns 
and  Sons. 

Mr.  Stearns  doesn't  believe  in  just  being  a member  of  an 
organization— you  usually  find  him  as  the  president  or  chairman.

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  both  locally  and  nationally  has 
been  one  of  his  prime  interests.  He  presently  serves  as  Director  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Chamber  of  Commerce.  From  1966-67  he 
served  as  their  Vice  President.  He  was  Chairman  of  the  United 
States  Chamber  of  Commerce  Policy  Committee  and  the 
Canada-United  States  Committee.  He  has  also  served  on 
committees  for  Budget,  Education  and 
Manufacture-Distribution. 

The  National  Retail  Merchants  Association  is  another 
organization  in  which  Mr.  Stearns  has  been  very  active,  and  at 
one  time  he  served  as  the  Director  of  the  Association.  I n the  past 
he  has  been  the  Association's  vice  president  and  also  chairman  of 
their  public  relations  and  finance  committees. 

He  also  serves  as  the  Director  of  the  Lycoming 
Foundation,  Trustee  and  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
for  the  Lycoming  College  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  Williamsport  YMCA. 

He  is  a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  33  Masons 
(Shriner);  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Elks. 

Mr.  Stearns  has  also  received  many  awards  and 
distinguished  honors  for  services  to  his  fellow  man.  These  include 
the  American  Legion  Distinguished  Service  Award,  The  United 
States  Navy  Citation  Award  and  the  Meritorious  Community 
Service  Award. 

Mr.  Stearns  and  his  wife,  the  former  Eleanor  Crooks 
Whitehead,  live  in  the  Williamsport  area  with  their  four  children, 
Ann  Crooks  (Mrs.  Thomas  H.  Mansel),  Eleanor  Elizabeth  (Mrs. 
Henry  Perciballi),  Jane  Hays  (Mrs.  J.  Nolan  Smith),  and  Charles 
Robert.

‘ The  public  through  gifts,  contributions  and  taxes  have  a stake 
i in  public  television  and  the  right  to  expect  the  BEST. 

I Never  in  the  history  of  Pennsylvania  has  public  television  had 
such  an  ambitious  fall  schedule. 

The  new  programs  being  offered  to  Pennsylvanians  should 
il  educate,  stimulate  and  entertain  viewers  with  more  creativity 
tUhan  the  commercial  networks. 

Frank  Stanton,  President  of  CBS,  made  a statement  some 
if|  years  ago  to  the  effect  that  he  was  looking  forward  to  more 
I competition  from  ETV  stations,  because  it  would  in-turn 
I stimulate  better  programming  by  commercial  broadcasters. 

This  year  with  PPTN  we  hope  to  make  a greater  impact  in 
j Pennsylvania.  Like  the  potato  chip  commerical  on  TV  says, 
i "Bet  ya  can't  eat  one;"  - Public  television  hopes  to  have  the 
same  effect.  Once  people  discover  that  public  television  has 
] something  to  offer  which  is  not  available  on  the  commercial 
I networks,  they  will  come  back  for  more.  The  following  is  a 
j preview  of  some  of  the  programs  to  be  seen  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Public  Television  Network: 

This  four-program  series  which  received  such  favorable  acclaim 
last  February  will  now  be  shown  state-wide.  Four  thousand 
people  in  the  Harrisburg-Lancaster-York.  viewing  area  of 
WITF-TV  were  involved  in  discussions  relating  to  the  individual 
programs.  An  additional  1 1 ,000  people  were  involved  in  formal 
I view-and-talk  sessions.  The  series  is  scheduled  to  be  aired  in 
I February.  Regional  interfaith  discussion  groups  will  be  estab- 
lished and  these  groups  will  meet  regularly  during  the  month 
j of  February.  Clergymen  throughout  the  state  are  being 
encouraged  to  speak  on  a selected  Sunday  on  the  topic, 
i "Is  Religion  Obsolete?" 


A scene  from  "So  Where  Are  You,  God?"  the  first  program  in 
the  series,  IS  RELIGION  OBSOLETE.  Designed  as  a modern- 
day  parable,  the  drama  documentary  tells  the  story  of  a young 
man's  search  for  God.

Pro- 
duced by  NET  the  series  will  be  aired  by  the  network  Monday 
through  Friday,  beginning  in  November.  The  series  will 
combine  cartoons  and  other  colorful  graphic  techniques  with 
live  action.  Guest  appearances  are  scheduled  by  such  star 
performers  as  Carol  Burnett,  Dick  Van  Dyke  and  Harry 
Belefonte.

Produced  deep  in  the  heart  of  the  coal  region  by  WVIA-TV 
Scranton/Wilkes-Barre,  the  series  details  the  activities  of  the 
various  creators  and  executives  of  "The  Molly  Maguires,"  a 
multi-million  dollar  motion  picture.  "The  Molly  Maguires" 
scheduled  for  release  later  this  year,  relates  the  true  drama  of  a 
secret  society  of  Irish  immigrant  mine  workers  who  battled  to 
better  conditions  in  the  coal  mines  of  eastern  Pennsylvania 
during  the  1870's.  The  film  stars  Richard  Harris  and  Sean 
Connery.

Panel  includes,  William  Keisling;  Political  Con- 
sultant, Ted  Gress,  Executive  Editor,  Lebanon  Daily  Times 
and  William  Deibler;  Pittsburgh  Post  Gazette. 


Ten  original  teleplays  in  color  reveal  the  multi-faceted  black 
experience  in  white  America.  The  series  has  been  written 
and  performed  by  members  of  the  National  Black  Community. 
"On  Being  Black"  is  the  only  national  drama  series  for  black 
Americans. 


Penn  State  football  coach,  Joe  Paterno,  returns  to  public 
television.  This  year,  Nittany  Lion  football  fans  from  all  over 
the  state  can  be  Monday  morning  quarterbacks  as  Coach 
Paterno  reviews  the  game  films  of  the  previous  Saturday  and 
answers  questions  that  have  been  mailed  in  by  viewers. 


The  program  will  discuss  local  Thanksgiving  traditions  and 
customs  for  which  particular  areas  in  Pennsylvania  are  noted. 
Scheduled  to  be  shown  November  26,  1969. 


One  of  the  most  popular  series  in  the  history  of  the  British 
Broadcasting  Company.  This  drama  series  has  been  as  addictive 
to  British  audiences  as  has  been  "Peyton  Place"  here.  This 
26  week  series  of  plays  is  based  on  John  Galsworthy's  huge 
work  built  around  several  generations  of  a fictional  family  in 
the  19th  and  20th  centuries  of  England.

That  wide  spread  epidemic  called  "initialitis”  has  not  had 
mercy  on  public  television.  It  is  easy  to  understand  how  a viewer 
of  public  television  could  get  thoroughly  confused  with  all  the 
different  initials,  insignias  and  terms  used.  The  following  is  an 
effort  to  explain  what  they  all  mean  and  why  you  see  and  hear 
them  on  your  local  ETV  station. 

ETV  - EDUCATIONAL  TELEVISION  is  both  public  tele- 
vision (PTV)  and  formal  instructional  television  (ITV). 

! PTV  - Broadcasts  programs  of  cultural  interests,  news  analysis 
j and  public  affairs. 

■ ITV  - Presents  languages,  sciences  and  mathematics  in  the 
' school. 


interconnection  and  through  video  tape  distribution,  with  the 
bulk  of  night  time  programming.  Half  of  NET's  schedule  deals 
with  public  affairs,  foreign  policy,  politics,  government,  social 
and  economic  problems.  The  balance  of  programs  consists  of 
cultural  interest  - the  arts,  drama,  history,  humanities,  science 
and  children's  programs.  NET  is  supported  by  grants  and  con- 
tributions from  CPB  (Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting), 
Ford  Foundation  and  other  private  sources.  The  Network  in 
turn  makes  these  funds  available  to  member  stations  for  the 
production  of  programs  such  as  the  "Misterogers"  series,  pro- 
duced by  WQED,  Pittsburgh,  which  is  funded  by  the  Sears- 
Roebuck  Foundation. 


PPTN  - PENNSYLVANIA  PUBLIC  TELEVISION  NETWORK 
is  an  independent  state  organization  linking  together  Pennsyl- 
ivania's  seven  non-commercial  television  stations  through  an  inter- 
1 connected  system.  The  network  features  programs  produced  by 
the  individual  stations  and  through  its  microwave  system  all 
seven  stations  are  capable  of  receiving  the  show  simultaneously  or 
record  it  for  delayed  broadcast.  In  short  the  PPTN  with  its  own 
interconnection  system  and  its  link-up  with  the  EEN  has  extended 
the  effectiveness  of  the  relatively  limited  public  television  dollars. 

EEN  - THE  EASTERN  EDUCATION  NETWORK  is  an 
organization  of  24  interconnected  public  television  stations 
(together  with  production,  advisory  and  other  components)  in 
the  Northeastern  United  States  operating  35  transmitters  which 
cover  an  area  that  stretches  from  Maine  to  West  Virginia. 
A prime  role  of  the  EEN  is  to  search  for  educational  funds  from 
private  sources.  The  EEN  programs  are  either  produced  by  their 
own  member  stations,  or  are  made  available  through  their  inter- 
connection with  other  stations. 

NET  - NATIONAL  EDUCATION  TELEVISION  is  a central 
source  of  programming  for  159  independent  affiliated  public 
television  stations,  in  the  United  States,  Puerto  Rico  and  American 
Samoa.  NET  provides  these  affiliates,  both  through  network 


CTW  - CHILDREN'S  TELEVISION  WORKSHOP  is  a part  of 
NET.  The  workshop  is  supported  by  the  Ford  Foundation, 
Carnegie  Foundation,  and  the  United  States  Office  of  Education 
and  several  other  federal  agencies.  The  workshop's  first  project 
to  reach  pre-school  children  will  air  this  fall  with  the  "Sesame 
Street"  series. 

CPB  - CORPORATION  FOR  PUBLIC  BROADCASTING  was 
established  by  the  Public  Broadcasting  Act  of  1967.  It  receives 
federal  appropriations,  as  well  as  funds  from  other  sources.  They 
facilitate  the  development  of  educational  broadcasting  by  pro- 
viding production  funds  for  local  and  national  productions.  The 
Corporation  aids  in  the  establishment  of  a National  inter- 
connection system  and  also  maintains  a library  and  provides 
information  about  non  commercial  broadcasting. 

ETSand  ETS/PS  - EDUCATIONAL  TELEVISION  STATIONS 
is  a division  of  the  National  Association  of  Education  Broad- 
casters (NAEB).  It  was  established  in  1954  to  promote  the 
increase  and  expansion  of  ETV  stations,  compile  data  related  to 
educational  television  broadcasting  and  operate  the  ETS/PS  - 
National  public  TV  program  library  service  which  provides  pro- 
grams to  ETV  stations  selected  from  the  best  shows  produced  by 
local  stations. 


* A grant  of  $50,000  to  Station  WHYY-TV  for  two  or  three 
series  on  youth  participation  in  music  from  the  Corporation  For 
Public  Broadcasting  (CPB).  CPB  also  has  granted  $10,000,  a sum 
it  has  given  to  each  of  the  180  public  television  stations,  to 
Channel  12  for  its  "New  Mod/New  Breed"  series. 

* WITF-TV,  Hershey  received  a grant  for  "Witches  of  Your 
County",  a documentary  on  the  approximately  500  witches  who 
are  currently  engaged  in  witchcraft  and  pseudo-occult  practices 
in  the  20th  century  Pennsylvania. 

WQED-TV,  Pittsburgh  - Fred  Rogers  was  honored  August  27 
by  the  Children's  Theatre  Conference  at  the  American  Education 
Theatre  Association  Convention  in  Detroit.  Mr.  Rogers  of  WQED, 
Pittsburgh  was  presented  the  Monte  Meachem  Award  for  out- 


standing contribution  to  children's  theatre.  David  Chen,  WQED/ 
Misterogers  Neighborhood,  Associate  Producer,  Director,  accepted 
the  award  for  Mr.  Rogers.  The  Monte  Meachem  Award  was 
named  after  a member  of  the  American  National  Theatre  and 
Academy  who  died  as  a result  of  an  auto  accident  in  1955.  The 
award  is  presented  to  persons  who  contribute  much  time  and 
energy  for  the  children's  theatre. 

* WPSX-TV,  University  Park  received  a gift  of  $500  from  a 
Bradford,  Pennsylvania  viewer,  Mrs.  Hugh  A.  Grant,  580  E.  Main 
Street,  Bradford,  the  gift  was  accompanied  by  a letter  reading, 
"Since  I have  enjoyed  your  telecasts  so  much,  I would  like  to 
show  my  appreciation  by  sending  your  station  a check.  It  is  a 
delight..." 


Albert  J.  Nesbitt,  PPTN  Commissioner,  is  one  of  the  states 
outstanding  industrialist  and  civic  leaders  has  spent  his  entire 
business  career  with  John  J.  Nesbitt,  Inc. 

Mr.  Nesbitt  is  a registered  professional  engineer  in  New  York, 
New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania.  He  is  a member  of  the  National 
Society  of  Professional  Engineers  and  Pennsylvania  Society  of 
Professional  Engineers. 

His  association  with  educational  television  began  in  October 
of  1965  when  he  became  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  WHYY, 
Incorporated.  Mr.  Nesbitt,  is  not  a newcomer  to  the  field  of 
education.  He  has  long  been  associated  with  education  and 
educational  problems.  He  is  currently  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  has  received  honorary  degrees  from  Drexel 
Institute  of  Technology,  Lay  Trustees  of  St.  Joseph's  College  and 
Villanova  University.  He  also  serves  on  the  Board  of  the  Jefferson 
Medical  College. 

In  1956  - 57  he  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Higher 
Education  Opportunities  in  Philadelphia.  In  1964  he  was  Chair- 
man of  the  Philadelphia  Educational  Home  Rule  Charter 
Commission. 

In  1 950  he  was  sighted  by  the  Philadelphia  Council  of  Churches 
for  outstanding  Christian  services. 

The  Northeastern  Philadelphia  Chamber  of  Commerce  on 
May  22,  1954,  selected  him  as  "Man  of  the  Year".  And  in  1955 
he  received  the  Pennsylvania  award  for  outstanding  services  to 
the  American  Competitive  Interprise  System. 

Because  of  his  leadership  and  devotion  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, Mr.  Nesbitt  was  selected  as  one  of  the  foremost  citizens 
in  the  period  of  1909-1959  by  the  Greater  Philadelphia  Magazine 
and  was  the  recipient  of  their  50th  Anniversary  Award.  In  1965 
he  received  the  Leopold  C.  Glass  Memorial  award  for  dedicated 
civic  leadership  presented  by  the  Philadelphia  Flag  Association. 

With  all  these  activities,  he  still  finds  time  for  his  favorite 
hobby,  fox  hunting.  He  resides  at  Rittenhouse  Square  in  Phila- 
delphia with  his  wife,  the  former  Irene  H.  Gerew.  They  have  one 
daughter,  Shirley  (Mrs.  Earl  DeCoursey). 

We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Nesbitt  on  the  PPTN 
Commission.  His  long  devotion,  energy  and  ability  will  give 
Pennsylvania  the  leadership  it  needs  in  this  period  of  growth  of 
public  television.

unfortunately,  each  does  not  have  equal  facilities  to  do  the  job.  ^ 
Television  is  an  expensive  business  and  money  for  expensive 
equipment  is  in  short  supply.  { 

There  are  no  easy  answers  to  this  dilemma,  but  in  recent 
months  a partial  solution  was  worked  out  by  two  of  the  Common-  I 
wealth's  non  commercial  television  stations.  WHYY-TV  (Channel  I 
12),  Philadelphia,  since  its  conversion  to  color,  found  itself, 
with  a substantial  "surplus"  of  black  and  white  equipment.  Know-  j 
ing  the  need  of  other  stations  of  the  network,  WHYY-TV  loaned,  * 
on  a long-term  basis,  cameras,  film  chain,  and  a variety  of  other 
technical  equipment,  to  WVIA-TV,  Channel  44,  Scranton, 
Wilkes-Barre. 

The  equipment  is  currently  enjoying  a full  and  happy  life  in 
northeast  Pennsylvania  and  public  television  is  the  better  for  it.  ' 

***  WP5X-TV,  UNIVER8ITY  PARK  began  its  Gpeakers 
Bureau  on  5eptember  1 and  are  making  their  services  available 
to  schools,  churches,  women  groups,  service  clubs  and  other 
organizations  within  their  coverage  area. 

***  WVIA-TV  MARYWOOD  COLLEGE,  8CRANTON  moved 
the  college  classroom  into  the  home  of  the  students  this  summer 
during  an  unprecedented  credit  course.  The  20  session  course  j 
was  entitled  "World  Pi#>blems  and  Opportunities."  For  the  final 
one-hour  session  the  students  convened  in  a classroom  on  the 
Marywood  campus  to  take  written  final  examinations.  The 
course  carried  three  graduate  or  undergraduate  credits.

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PPTN  IN  DILEMMA 


j Pennsylvania  is  lacing  a fiscal  dilenima  — as  are  nian\  states.  Present  and  predictalile  Coinnionw  caltli  tax  revenues  are  nut  enough  to 
jineet  the  tinancial  needs.  The  tigure  most  often  mentioned  is  million.  The  General  Assemhlv  is  currently  trying  to  find  a \va\  to 
increase  revenue,  or  cut  budgets,  or  a combination  of  both  to  bring  state  finances  into  balance.  Among  the  several  Commonwealth 
activities  caught  in  this  tinancial  dilemma  is  the  Pennsvivania  Public  Tele\ision  Network  (Commission. 

The  Commission  was  created  a year  ago  this  im^ntli  — and  had  a first  year  appn^priation  of  Si. 3 million.  An  appropriation  for  the 
current  liscal  year  has  not  yet  been  made.  A House-passed  ajijiropriations  bill  calling  tor  Si. 721  million  for  Commission  acti\ities,  as 
recommended  in  the  Governor’s  budget,  awaits  Senate  action.  Senate  action  awaits  some  solution  to  the  state’s  fiscal  dilemma. 

To  maintain  the  present  Network  operation  and  provide  for  orderly  progress  into  the  permanent  Network  svstem  the  Commission  con- 
tinues to  support  the  need  for  -SI. 721  million  this  fiscal  year.  Most  recently  the  Commission  restated  the  need  at  its  October  meeting. 
A modest  increase  in  lunds  is  needed  this  secoiul  year  to  assure  develojunent  of  the  Network  ser\ice. 

The  following  tacts  have  been  presented  to  interested  Pennsylvanians,  including  legislators,  to  explain  the  (Commission’s  need  for  ade- 
quate funding. 


THE  FACTS 


The  Network  developed  rapidly  after  being  created  less  than 
a year  ago  and  cannot  be  cut  back  now  without  severely 
damaging  its  progress. 

$1,721  million  is  alreadv  a tight  budget  tor  the  Com- 
mission.  It  represents  about  a $500,000  reduction  from  the 
second-year  needs  cited  in  the  Governor’s  (Committee  re- 
port of  1968. 

.Any  major  cost  increases,  such  as  the  recently  announced 
one-third  increase  in  telephone  company  rates  for  tele- 
Gsion  interconnection  service  could  make  it  necessary  to 
ask  lor  a supplemental  apjiropriation. 

If  the  legislature  is  unable  to  appropiriate  adei|uate  funds 
to  PPTN  this  year,  it  will  be  even  more  difficult  to  jirovide 
tbe  minimal  $2,651  million  needed  for  the  permanent  Net- 
work ofieration  during  1970  71.  Contracts  alreadv  en- 

tered into,  and  those  necessary  to  complete  the  permanent 
svstem,  commit  the  Commission  to  an  annual  budget  of 
about  $3  millirju  beginning  in  1971. 

Funds  requested  for  PPTN  in  this  and  subsequent  years 
are  ratber  modest  compared  to  budgets  of  public  tele- 
vision networks  in  other  states.  Co  isiderably  more  money 
could  be  well  used  by  [lublic  television  in  Pennsylvania.
